BABYLONIAN CIVILIZATION.

Among other features of ancient 


Babylonian civilization some inter'- 


; jgting particulars were given as 
» the position of women. Though 


• polygamy was allowed and practiceu, 
ihere is no trace of the harem gys- 
;em, a fact in which Babylon con^ 
/rasts very favorably with Assyria, 
inhere the harem system was prac- 
iiced. la Babylon women could pos- 
iess property and in certain contin- 
gencies could inherit property. When 
i man died without leaving a son, 
iis estate was inherited by his broth- 
jr, or failing a brother the nest in 
ruccession was a brother's son, when 
!ailing a.. brother or nephew the es- 
tate passed to his daughter. 


I There is an interesting instance in 
yhich a. woman conducted a case in 
i court of law which was something 
ike our modern court of queen's 
jench. The woman represented the 
aaims of her adopted son against 
he counterclaim of her husband's 
>rother. She pleaded the case in 
>erson, and the judge decided in her 
'avor. There are five tablets now in 
he British museum, which are the 
dentical documents this woman pro- 
lueed to establish her claim. 


. The institution of marriage had 
nuch in common with the marriage 
aws and customs in modern Euro- 
lean nations. It wasa civil contract, 
ioleumued by a religious ceremony. 
~ 


Dne part of the ceremony in the tem- 
)le was very significant. The priest 
;oolc a thread from the garment of 
;he bride and another from the gar- 
neat of the bridegroom and tied 
hem into a knot, which he gave to 
ilie bride. This is probably the ori- 
pn of the modern saying about tying 
l>.e knot in regard to marriage, but 
iccording to the Babylonian ideas it 
lad a special significance. 


The most sacred covenant between 


iwo persons among the Semitic races 
vas the "covenant of clothes." This 
s the meaning of the incident re- 
:orded in I Samuel xviii, 4, when Jon- 
ithan stripped himself of his robe 
ind put it upon David. It was a, EO!- 
snm covenant of perpetual friend- 
ship. The knotted threads in a Baby- 
onian marriage had the same sig- . 
lificance. This coven-.mt of clothes 
explains the origin of the custom, so 
if ten mentioned iu the Bibluof rend- 
ug the garments as a sign of grief 
or the dead. It symbolized the 
riendship which had been severed 
>y death. It is quite probable, too, 
hat; this was the underlying idea 
vhieli prompted the touching of the 
lem of Christ's garment. It was a 
iaim of friendship and therefore of 
lelp. It is also possible that this 
;ives its shade of meaning to the fact 
hat when Christ died "the veil of 
he temple was rent in twain from 
he top to the bottom."—St. Chad 
Joseawen.

Drying Tomatoes. 


With our present faculties for can- 


ning and 
preserving tomatoes In 


maty ways, it might seem strange to 
think of drying them, but in some 
countries, tills is a common thins". In 
Italy an extensive business is carried 
on in drying tomatoes to use during 
portioDS of the year when fresh fruit 
cannot be obtained. 
Tomatoes in 


that country are grown for the most 
part between rows of grape vines. 
Sometimes the plants are trained on 
the lower bars of tho trellis to which 
the vines are attached. The toma- 
toes' are allowed to remain on tue 
branches until ripe. They are then 
packed and pressed In bags made of 
coarse cloth, which allows the pulp 


.. to pass through, but which retains 


the seeds and skins.

then thinly spread out on t?.oth, 
boards, or in shallow dishes, and ex-

posed to the sun to dry. 
7 Whnn it has become quite dry it is 
broken up fine or ground and put in 
boxes or bags and sent to market. A 
large pan of It is used for soups, but 
a considerable portion is employed as 
we use tomatoes when preserved in 
tin or other cans. It is soaked for a 
few hours in warm water and then 
cooked in the ordinary manner.

now moves the Court for an order 
dissolving the temporary injunction, 
for the following reasons:

This sec- 
tion was No. 159 of the original 
municipal, code, 6li O. L., page 175, 
which provided, "that he (the city 
solicitor) shall apply to a court of 
competent jurisdiction for an order of 
injunction to restrain the misapplica- 
tion of funds of the corporation, or 
ttie abuse of its corporate powers, or 
the execution or performance of any 
contract made in behalf nf the cor- 
poration in contravention of the the 
laws or ordinances governing 
the 


same, or which was procured by fraud 
or corruption!" Original Section No. 
160 of the Municipal Code provided 
that in case the city solicitor failed 
upon the request of any of the tax- 
payers either to make the application 
provided for in the precedingsetclon, 
it shall be lawful for such taxpayer 
to institute a suit in his own name 
on behalf of the corporation.

amended, this section No. 159 of the 


re- 
be 


code, now Section 1777, K. S., 
quires that 
action shall 


brought by the solicitor in the name 
of the corporation, .It appears from 
the following section, that if the 
solicilor^ail in his duty, any tax- 
payer may, in his own same and on 
behalf of the corporation, bring suit. 
The action permitted now by Sen. 


mitted by Sec. 159 of tlie code, with 
only this difference, that In order to 
secure uniformity of procedure, and 
for no other reason, it ;is provided 
that the action shall be brought- in 
the iiatue of the corporation.

It will be observed from the peti- 


tian that there Is no sufficient plead- 
ing to raise the question as to the 
improper or corrupt conduct of any 
member of the council; none is 
charged, and the facts stated are 
matters of evidence rather than the 
ultimate facts vibich the law of 
pleading requires to be stated. It Is 
charged, however, iu effect, that 
Home & Hallwood, the successful 
bidders, offered money and things of 
vfilue to mcrobeirs of the council, 
In order to influence their action in 
the matter of letting the contract, 
and from the proofs, it is evident to 
me that Councilman HaJ'ley and En- 
gineer C;!amble were both Improperly 
approartiefl by tt.esa defendants or 


persons acting In their behalf. 
The 


provision of lnw, however, requiring 
a contract to be let to -Che lowest re- 
sponsible bidder, laya down no quali- 
fications of righteousness on the part 
of the successful bidder. The entire 
machinery of the law is designed to 
protect the taxpayers and if all steps 
have been properly taken, aud if 
Home & Hallwood are, in truth, the 
lowest bidders, they are entitled to 
the contract, not on account of their 
being more righteous than their com- 
petitors, not on account of their be- 
ing more honest, but, because, by so 
letting the contract, the rights of 
the taxpayers are best subserved. 


It appears, however, that the ef- 


forts of Home & Hallwood to cor- 
ruptly influence members of the city 
government of Lima were not suc- 
cessful, and that whatever action 
they took to secure the favorable con- 
sideration of their bid, had no bear- 
ing upon the ultimate action of the 
council in the matter. While hold- 
ing as I do, that the pleading' is In- 
sufficient to raise the question yet, 
on 
account

hearing took, I deem it proper to 
state as my finding of fact from all 
the testimony adduced, that there is 
no sufficient testimony to sustain an 
allegation that any of the members 
ot the council who voted to sustain 
the bid of Horn & Hallwood, were 
bribed or acted corruptly. 
The ac- 


tive advocacy by the nine members 
of the council of the acceptance of 
said bid may be the result of the 
sincere convictions of the members 
and in the absence of the clearest 
proof, it must be so considered. 


Section 2303 regulates the manner 


of the letting of contracts of the 
kind in question, and provides that 
when the corporation makes any im- 
provement or repair, the cost of 
which will exceed $500, it shall pro- 
ceed as follows:

6th. "If the work bid for em- 


braces both labor and material, they 
shall be separately stated, with the 
price thereof." 


Oth. "None but the lowest re- 


sponsible bid shall be accepted, when 
such bids are for the labor and ma- 
terial separately; provided, that when 
the character of the .material of 
the improvement has not been de- 
termined upou before the bids are re- 
ceived, that the lowest responsible 
bid for the Improvement with the 
material determined upon after the 
bids have been received, shall be ac- 
cepted; but the council may, in its 
discretion, reject all the bids, or it 
may at is discretion, accept any bid 
for both labor and material which 
may be the lowest aggregate cost of 
such improvement or repairs " 


This section is a piece of legisla- 


tive machinery perfectly adapted to 
the purpose for which it was enacted. 
The obvious purpose is to prevent 
favoritism and to make the proper 
repairs or improvement at the lowest 
cost to the taxpayer. In this case, 
it will be observed that the adver- 
tisement is in due form, and that the 
Improvement consists of both labor 
luid material. 
It will be observed 


further, that the form of proposal 
adopted by the council did not sepa- 
rate the items of labor and material, 
as contemplated by the statute. 
It 


does not appear, therefore, from the 
bids, what amount of the aggregate 
bid of Horn & Hallwood was charged 
for labor,- and what part for material. 
This being true, the rules of law as 
applied to cases of this kind become 
important and decisive of this mo- 
tion. 


'Nothing is more certain, under 


modern adjudications, than that the 
methods prescribed by charter or oth 
er statute, must be observed by the 
corporation In entering into contracts 
f.ir these statutory provisions are 
mandatory and intended by the leg- 
islat.ure to act as wise restrictions 
upon the power of the corporation to 
contract. 
If, then, there are manda- 


tory and restrictive enactments re- 
quiring the corporation to contract 
only under certain formalities and 
conditions, then contracts made by 
the officers or agents of a corporation 
which are not executed according to 
these statutory requirements, do not 
bind the municipality."

is t-xfrhiMvi-, and niu»i IK- per-nwl, nr 
the contract will not bind the cor- 
poration."

Sub-division 5, of Sec. 2303, pro- 


vides that if the word for embraces 
both labor and material, they shall 
be separately stated, with the price 
thereof. 
It must be conceded that 


if this sub-diyision of the section is 
mandatory, that the form of the pro- 
posal was insufficient, and that any 
acceptance of it would be improper 
and an abuse of the corporate powers 
of the municipality. 


It is not always easy to determine 


whether a particular provision of a 
statute he, in its form, mandatory, 
and its observance a necessity, or 
whether It is directory merely,and in- 
tended by the legislature to promote 
unltormity of procedure merely. 
In 


Koch vs. Bridges, 45 Miss., 245, it 
was said "that getting rid of a statu- 
tory provision by calling it 'directory' 
is not only unsatisfactory, on account 
of the rule itself, but it is the exer- 
cise of a dispensing power by the 
courts, which approaches so near leg- 
lattve discretion that it ought to In* 
exercised with great reluctance and 
only In extraordinary cases, where 
great public mischief would other- 
wise occur or important private in- 
terests demand tiie application of th( 
rule. 'There is BO more propriety in

ment than another; a whole statute 
may be thus dispensed with when in 
the way of the caprice or will of a 
judge, and besides, it vests a discre- 
tionary power in the 
ministerial 


ceii'S of the jaw, which ia danger- 


ous to private rights, and the .public 
convenience!, occasioned by the want 
of uniformity in the mode of. exer- 
cising tlie power, is a strong reason 
for bridling: this discretion," arid in 
Koyt vs. East Saglnaw, 19 Mich., 39, 
3hiel! Justice Cooley says, "the courts 
in, their anxiety to sustain the actions 
of public -officers where Irregular- 
ities have occurred, without the in- 
tervention of bad faith, have gone to 
the extremi: of holding legislative en- 
actments to be merely directory, and 
:iave perhaps sometimes made decis- 
ions winch dispense with those things 
which the legislature intended as es- 
sentials. 
The duty of' courts is to 


examine the statutes carefully with 
a view to giving legisiative lutention 
effect, and v,hey ought to sustain de- 
fective proceedings only in those 
cases where it Is fairly inferable that 
they observed that intent more near- 
ly by sustaining them, than by set- 
ting them aside on account of the 
omitted formality." 


The difficulty in fixing any settled 


discriminating point between a man- 
datory and directory, statute 
led 


Lord Penzouce, in Howard vs. Bod- 
.ngton, 2 p. Div., 203, to observe, "I 
relieve, so far as any rule is concern- 
ed, you cannot safely go farther than 
ihat in eacli case you must look to 
subject matter, consider the import- 
ance of the provision that has been 
disregarded and the relation of that 
>rovision to the general 'object in- 
tended to b<i secured by the act, aud, 
upon a revk w of the case in that us- 
>ect, decide whether the matter Is 
what is called 'imperative' or only 
directory.' " 


Sec. 2303 was enacted for the pur- 


n-se of promoting competitive uid- 
'ng in the matter of all public con- 
iracts and to secure to each bidder 
the fair cons Ideration of his bid. The 
object, of course, was to reduce the 
cost of public improvements. 
How, 


competition was intended to be pro- 
moted; the greater the number of 
bidders, the more satisfactory the 
working of the statute. 
The "great- 


er the number of contracts to be bid 
upon in any work, the greater would 
be the number of competitors. While 
as in the case before us, it may fre- 
quently happen that but few persons 
are enabled 1,0 bid upon both the ma- 
terial and the labor, since but few 
jersons may by able to furnish 
the 


material, the cumber of competitors 
to do the lab;>r incident to tke work 
will always be great. 
It Appears 


'roiu the testimony that the citv of 
Lima has bu"., one person who "was 
enabled to bid for both labor and ma- 
terial. I would be slow to believe 
that out of all the contractors in 


a, there was but one wao was 


qualified to perform the labor. 
As- 


sume, that the Uallwood block Is the 
only material that is suited for pav- 
ng purpose!, how is the council to 
determine the cost of this block and 
low Is it enabled to know that 
lorne & Hallwood have computed in 
their aggregate bid, less for doing 
the labor, than the other bidders 
whose bids have been rejected? 
It 


does not appear but that Marigold 
nay have bid at a lower rate for the 
abor, and that the Hallwood block 
material may, indeed, have been the 
cheapest material. 
If bidders had 


lad an opportunity to bid for the 
abor it doesn't appear but th it the 
aggregate cost to the city of the en- 
tire improvement, even though all 
;he materis.ls iinally adopted had 
been used in the improvement, would 
have been vjry materially lessened. 


The language of sub-division 5, ot 


Sec. 2303, is mandatory. Its applica- 
tion to this case is clear. 
Its im- 


portance in working out the very 
purpose of t he statute could appear 
nowhere mere clearly than It does in 
this case, 
t am of the opinion there- 


'ore, 
that tue form of proposal sub- 


mitted to bidders by the council, 
which was used by all the bidders, is 
not in such form as would enable the 
council to determine correctly who is 
the lowest bidder, and I am further 
of the opinion that the form of pro- 
posal is not in such form as would 
permit bidders, who might desire to 
perform the labor, to bid here at all. 
Under the circumstances, the very 
spirit, as well as the letter of the 
section han been violated, and I am 
clear that the violation Is of the most 
Important part of the sub-division In 
question. 


The city of Lima, therefore, in its 


attempt .to

wond is violating the section of the 
statutes. 1 am well satisfied that it is 
a proper case for the active interfer- 
ence of the city solicitor, and that 
the 
injunction should have been 


granted. 


It was aigued at the hearing that 


the city of Lima by its own conduct 
in submitting this form of proposal 
to bidders is stopped to question the 


rt'cuiess ul' tin1 form of bid ; but 
li.ive observed .that the city of 


Lima is a party to this suit in a dou- 
ble aspect". The tax-payers of the 
city of Lima are certainly not es- 
topped ; nor, indeed, do any of the 
principals of estoopal exist in this 
case.

Among other features of ancient

•a the position of women. Though 
jolygamy was allowed and practiced. 
ihere is no trace of the harem gys- 
>3tn, a fact in -which Babylon con- 
mists very favorably with Assyria, 
If here the harem system was jirac- 
iced. In Babylon women could pos- 
jess property and in certain'contin- 
rencies could inherit property. When 
i man died without leaving a son, 
lis estate was inherited by his broth- 
ir, or failing a brother the next hi 
niccession was a brother's son, when 
'ailing a. brother or nephew the es- 
ate passed to his daughter. 


'•• There is an interesting instance in 
yiiich a woman conducted a case in 
i. court, of law which was something 
Dee our modern court of queen's 
>ench. The woman represented the 
bairns of her adopted sou against 
he counterclaim of her husband's 
irother. She pleaded the case in 
>erson, and the judge decided in her 
avor. There are five tablets now in 
he British museum, which are the 
dentical documents this woman pro- 
luced to establish her claim. 


The institution of marriage had 


nuch iu common v.'ith the marriage 
aws and customs ill modern Euvo- 
iean nations. It waua civil contract, 
olemui/ed by a religious ceremony 
Dne part of the ceremony in the tem- 
>le was very significant. The priest 
ook a thread from the garment of 
•he bride and another from the gar- 
nent of the bridegroom and tied 
hem into a knot, which he gave to 
he brine. This is probably the ori- 
fin of the modern saying about tying 
he kuot in regard to marriage, but 
iccording to the Babylonian ideas1! 
tad a special significance. 
; The most sacred covenant between 
vro persons among the Semitic races 
vas the "covenant of clothes." This 
s the meauing of the incident re- 
nrded in I Samuel xviii, 4, when Jou- 
ithan stripped himself of his robe 
;nd put it upon David. It was a sol- 
tmn covenant of perpetual friend- 
hip. The knotted threads in a Baby 
bnian marriage had the same sig- 
lificance. This covenant of clothes 
explains the origin of the custom so 
ifteu mentioned iu the Bible of rend- 
ag the garments as a sign of grief 
or the dead. It symbolized the 
Headship which had been severed 
iv death. It is quite probable, too, 
hat this was the underlying idea 
vhich. prompted the touching of the 
lem of Christ's garment. It was a 
iaiin of friendship and therefore of 
lelp. It is also possible that this 
;ivi;s its shade of meaning to the fact 
hat when Christ died "the veil oi 
he temple was rent iu twain from 
he top to the bottom."—St. Chad 
loseaweu.

SELECTION OF SEED WHEAT. 


Use Oill,*' tliu Urlcht, HeavlroC, Hardteut and 


Boat Murkft GnuKx. 


With tho hasty methods practiced by 


fho groat wheatgi-owers of the prairies 
there huajbeeu miscellaneous usa of in- 
diii'eic..t, weedy and diseuso contami- 
nated cced wheat. As a natural result, 
says Professor H. L. Bolley of North 
Dakota, tha wheat yield is now interior 
to t ho p roduct as shi pped and IB of a qual- 
ity far below the standard which the oa- 
paoitiei, of .the prairies warrant. The 
soil is bccouiiiiB overran by foreign and 
obnoxious weeds, and tho granaries of 
tho northwest aro beiu^ contaminated 
with want. Though the quality of the 
flour'remains of tilts-higheststaudaid, it 
K only after the wheat has been cleared 
at a great cost of labor aud much loss 
iu screenings, so that wheat raising is 
-becoming unprofitable and unpopular in 
tho best cheap whe.it producing regiouH 
of the United States. » 


Wheat mu&t continue to bo a staple 


produc" ion of the prairies, and if tha es- 
timation of its qualities is now as high 
as that placed upou the bant product of 
other v boat producing regions tho em- 
ployment by the pr.iirio farmer of tho 
extra cars given to tho cultivation aud 
the harvesting of wheat in those other 
regions would certainly place the North 
American product upon a very superior 
basis. As now placed upon the market, 
says American Agriculturist, prairie 
wheat o\vcs its worth and commercial 
reputatiim to Us peculiar physical and 
cheiniea! qualities, duo to real merits of 
soil aad atmospheric conditions and not 
to any c ireful methods in its culture. 
As a general product it is inferior iu 
yield au.l in general appearance. The 
discrepancy in the size rmd form of the 
grains is always a matter of surprise to 
foreigners, and an unfavorable impres- 
sion is mado upon those who do not 
know its rer.1 merits. But prairie wheat 
is not necessarily inferior either as to 
tho form and fiizo of graiu or to tho 
yield and general appearance. Even its 
milling qualities can bo improved. 


Wheat ha.s attained its present flour- 


ing qualities through constant eare. The 
improved vaneties have been attained 
through the careful selection of tho most 
satisfactory seeds from the best individ- 
ual plants by a continuous piocspo 
through many years. A high grade seed 
wheat can thus be reached which will 
maintain its good qualities under proper 
methods of culture. 


Wheat which is immature from any 


cause, 
whether premature harvest, 


drought, rust or Hinut, is weakened iu seed 
strength because of a weakened germ 
and of n lack of a full food supply iu 
tlio grain. Any .seeds which have at any 
time been heated or bin burned from 
moist fermentation in bulk aro very apt 
to ha injured. Wet wkeat which has 
been frozen aud thawed several times 
cannot s.ifely bo used as peed; neither 
can wheat which has been winter 
bleached in tho shock or in small stacks 
Tho very best grades of frosted wheat 
possess less strength in their first growth 
in tha seed bed and yield less than the 
best mature wheat, though the good ap- 
pcarauco of the field fiom frosted seed 
may deceive tho farmer. The marl.ct 
pricoof wheat iii fixed by tho rcqun e- 
ineiits of tho miller aud b.ikcr, but its 
Eeed value depends u;'on its capacity for 
normal ropioduction. When in doubt, 
only tho driest, heaviest, hardiest, best, 
maikL't grades of wheat should be usod 
for gc-ed, sayd tho authority quoted. Thu 
bestfriuud oi' the wheat farmer is iho 
fanning mill, for it takes oue the weed 
sued;) v>itli tho light and tho bmall 
grains, leaving tho largest, heaviest Feed, 
winch always give tho best results.

Smythc, in his annual address, 
claimed that uuder,n proper system of 
irrigation tho west child furnish homes 
for 70,000,000 people. The first object 
of tho convention was to farimilato a 
bill on reclamation of arid lands, to bo 
presenled to tho next national congress. 
Second, bhould the recent action of con- 
giess bo indorsed, ceding 1,0*10,000 acres 
of uriil laud to each arid land state and 
territory iu lieu of tho western proposi- 
tion to have the ijovernmeut reclaim 
these lands. Colorado opposes this plan 
on ground that s.iid s.ate* and territories 
havo not the money tn develop their 
lauds

cases with both steers and t-heop. Con- 
cly-iuii;. uru\\u irom tut ho two experi- 
ments make 1C irrm that (I) cattlu <'o 
better on Inccrn hay, pound for pound, 
than either timothy or wild hay; (2) 
that wild hay, pound for pound, is 
more valuable than timothy. (3) Lu- 
ceru hay is more valuable for sheep 
than timothy hay. (4) Pound for punucl, 
wild hay is more valuable for sheep 
than timothy hay. (5) In both experi 
merits it appears that the appetites of 
tlio animals wero not good, and that in 
former experiments tho best results were 
duly obtained where exercise was given 
regularly and systematically, and that 
trustworthy experiments cannot bo made 
where the appetite is not good aud tho 
feed not appetizing. These experiments 
confirm tho opinion that exercise is in- 
dispensable in obtaining proper growth,

Among other features of ancient 


Babylonian civilization some inter- 
esting particulars were given. »s 
fco the position of women. Though, 
polygamy was allowed and practiced. 
there is no trace of the harem sys- 
tem, a fact in which Babylon con- 
tracts very favorably with Assyria, 
where the harem system was prac- 
ticed. In Babylon women could pos- 
sess property and in certain contin- 
gencies could inherit property. When 
a man died without leaving a SOD, 
his estate was inherited by his broth- 
er, or failing a brother the next in 
succession was a brother's son. when 
failing a brother or nephew the es- 
tate passed to his daughter. 


There is an interesting- instance in 


which a woman conducted a-case in 
a court of law which was something 
like our modern court of queen's 
ben ?h. The woman represented tha 
claims of her adopted son against 
the counterclaim of her husband's 
brother. She pleaded the case in 
person, and the judge decided in her 
favor.

The institution of marriage had 


much in common v\'i:h the marriage 
•laws and customs in modern Euro- 
pean nations. It was a civil contract, 
solemnised by a religious ceremony. 
One part of theceremonyin the tem- 
ple was very significant. The priest 
took a thread from die garmt-nt of 
the bride nnd another from the gar- 
ment of the bridegroom and tied 
them into a kaot, which he gave to 
the bride. This is probably the ori- 
gin of the modem saying about tying 
the knot in regard to marriage, but 
according to the Babylonian ideas it 
had a special significance. 


The most, sacred covenant between 


rvvo persons among The Semitic rac^s 
;vas the "covenant of clothes." Tins 
is the meaning of the incident ix-- 
corded in I Simuiel xviii, 4. when Jon- 
athan stripped himself of his robe 
and put it upon David. It was a sol- 
emn covenant of perpetual Mend- 
ship. The knotted threads in a Baby- 
lonian marriage had the same sig- 
nificance. This covenant of clothes 
explains the origin of the custom so 
often mentioned in the Bible of reud- 
1112 the garments as a sign of grief 
for the dead. It symbolized the 
friendship which had been severed 
by death. It is quite probable, too. 
that this was the underlying idea 
which piompted the touching of the 
hem of Christ's garment. It, was a 
chum of friendship aud therefore of 
help. It is-also possible that this 
gives its shade of meaning to tie fact 
that when Christ died "the veil ol 
the temple was rent iu twain from 
the top to the bottom."—St. Chad 
Ruseawen. 


Maneuver* In Cromwell's Time. 


In Cromwell's time the troop, IOC 


strong, was. for the purposes of ma- 
neuver, drawn up in five ranks, giv- 
ing a trontage of 20 men, with sui 
feet interval between man and man 
and sis Icet distance from rank tc 
rank. In civilian language every 
man was six feet from his neighbor 
to front, liauks and rear, six feet 
(two less than rrar present allowance) 
being then the conventional length 
of one horse. 


Each of the five ranks boie itt 


own name—first, leaders; second, 
followers to the front; third, mid- 
dlemen; fourth, followers to the 
rear; fifth, bringers up. The object 
of the six foot interval was to enable 
the whole troop to take pround tc 
flanks or rear by the simple v.-oith: 
"Right (or left) turn." "Eight wr 
left) about turn." Thus the open 
formation, was indispensable for the. 
execution of the simplest maneuver, 
' If it were desired to wheel the 
troop entire, the tiles were closed HU 
the meu were kuee to knee and the 
ranks closed till the horses were 
note to croup. This was called 
"close order'' aud may fairly be said 
to have deserved the name. Think 
of the feelings of the men ia oho vi- 
ciaity of horses with bells on tlieii 
crurjners,—Macmilluii's Mat.razu*e.

"Autocrat ot the Breakfast lable." 


Except the historian Baocrof» no other 


American had so long a literary career, 
aad probablr no other had on so uniform- 
ly brilliant, for he did admirable work iu 
boyhood, and until quite recently it could 
truly bt said of him that the fin of his in- 
tellect was not dimmed or his natural 
force abated. At 16 ha wrote musical 
lines glowing with jpuinlam, and at 33 ne 
looked upon thu world without asperity 
aud npresseu tomself with all the vivacity 
o£ youth 
His native constitution and 


good hahits prooabty had most to do in 
maintaining thu umform cheerfulness, 
and from his earliest years he breathed ssi 
intellectual atmosphere. His father was a 
scholar of nnnsual attainments his moth- 
er A lady of many social attractions, and 
uuong his schoolmates were Alfred I*e, 
afterward blstwp of Delaware Margaret 
Falter and EichaKl Hecry Dana.
